In a lettgr apts Dgfember 7th, 1944, Reverend 


Father Michel, principal of 1e above hool, informs me that the 
Department has refused to alyow the grant for three children who 
‘have been in this school forja yéar and a half. These children are 
Pg ih Edwards, and Tommy Azéa. In view of the circumstances 
__and s related by Father Michel, I think that it would be possible 
to review the case of these three children and to allow grant for 
them, at least for the time that they have been in school. 


Here are the facts concerning these three 
children. Absolutely nothing was done by either the principal or by 
(’ the Sister Superior of the school to recruit Mabel and Vera Edwards 
as they were brought to the school - or at least sent to it - by 
your Doctor-Agent Truesdell. Tommy Azéa was placed in school by 
his own mother. Apparently, the reason why the Doctor sent these 
two children to Providence although they were Protestants is that 
there is no Protestant school within eight hundred miles of Fort 
Simpson: this is the C.E. school at Aklavik; and moreover, that 
they are semi-orphans as their mother is dead. Tommy is an 
illegitimate child and it is stated that his mother can not take 
care of him as she is working as a servant for an American trapper. 
Edwards, the father of Vera and Mabel, had two daughters by his 
first wife, one of whom Elsie is now in the Providence school. 
A short time after the birth of the second daughter, Edwards 
separated from his first wife and took a second wife, this time a 
Protestant, but without the benefit of marriage. It is this second 
wife whD is the mother of Mabel and Vera who were both baptized 
Protestants as their mother had been. The latter died at Fort 
Simpson last year. It was after the death of the mother that 
Dr. Truesdell decided to send these two girls to our school as 
there was no Protestant school in the region. It is possible that 
Dr. Truesdell decided to take these two girls away from their father 
because he felt that they were not morally secure in his care. 
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Father Michel concludes his letter as follows: "If 
the Department wishes to adhere to its decision not to allow grant 
for these children in the Frovidence school, let it indicate to us 
where they have to be sent, as we only accepted them on the 
recommendation of the agent. If the Department wishes to send 
them to Aklavik and pay their transportation thereto, we are ready 
to send them there; but in view of the orphan condition of these 
children, it is not enough to merely say that their names are not 
to appear on our school reports. There is no one to take care of 
these children, and we certainly can not put them out to die of 
cold and starvation. 


Will you please let me know your final decision as 
I have promised Father Michel to write to him with the least delay 
possible.

Referring to your letter of February 2nd,1945, I beg to say 
that the girl you mentioned-Angelique Bonnet Rouge- was bereaved 
by the death of her father last October and had no home to which 
she could go at the time, amd on advice received from the Father 
Superior of the Fort Providence Residential School and also the 
Constable in charge of the R.C.M.P. at Providence, I deemed it best 
that she be admitted to the school until some other provision could 
be made for her care. She is not very strong, but shows no sign of 
Tuberculosis, and I believe that regular meals of a nourishing 
type will soon build her strength up again. I believe she was living 
a very precarious existence before her admission, as they had very 
little food in the house, as the father was the mainstay of their 
existence and without him very little support for the family was 
available and only that through the generosity of neighbors. This 
girl had had very little previous schooling and is showing a very 
commendable eagerness to obtain some education. In the summer during 
my Annuity paying visit to Providence, I will endeavor to obtain a 
home for this girl with another family, but until that time I believe 
she shoulr remain at the school. 


I have nos$fied the Principal of the school of the error in using 
the wrong number of days in December quarter and also have notified & 
her to show date of admission to school exactly and of her failure to 
show this om her December return.

Referring to your letter of January Teth,~1945, re the two 
Edwards childrem and Thomas Ezea-the latter should be Isaiah- as in 


\ our Treaty Book. 


As I answer this letter, I am under a strong impression that 
I wrote you a letter concerning these children after receiving your 
letter of February 25th, I944; but I have searched my files and can 
find no copy of it among them. 


The two Edwards children are the children of William Edwards 
second wife who had attended the R.C.Church in Simpson and in Fort 
Liard, but joined the Anglican Church in Simpson two years before 
her death. From information I have received she was buried as a 
Roman Catholic by the Priest at Fort Liard after her death and I 
believe was given final rites by him before her death. Their father 
still claims that they are Protestants, but would only consent to 
their going to school if they could go to the Providence school, as 
he is very fond of them and wigehes to visit them when it is possible 
for him to do so. As the only Anglican School in the Territories is 
at Aklavik I035 miles distant from his home in Fort Liard, he was 
bitterly opposed to them going that far away from him, and I may say 
that I am very much in sympathy with him, as the climate there is 
much different from that at Fort Liard, being at sea-level, and 
they seem to be almost out of this world to our local Indians. Vhile 
the Anglican School was still being conducted at Hay xHiver, there 
was no objection to the children going there as the distance was 
not great from their homes, but Providemce is so convenient as to 
distance, that most Indians are glad to send their children there. 
The same applies to the mother of Thomas Ezea, who resides only 
85 miles from the Providence School and can see her child on 
occasion there. This mother is living with a white man and has been 
for nine years a few miles above what is called the Head-of-the-Line 
on the Mackenzie River,but ‘thomas is a child of a previous liaison 
and the mother is much opposed to him going further away from home. 


I believe that under the circumstances, an exception should 
be made in cases of this kind, and allow them to go to the nearest 
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available school, provided their religious beliefs are not 
interfered with. 


The two Edwards children, Vera and Mabel are both of the 
Anglican religion and Thomas fzea belongs to the same faith, as 
his mother is Anglican as are all members of her family. 


I should be pleased to hear that this matter has been 


discussed with the necessary authorities and a reply favorable to 
their remaining in the School be soon forthcoming.

I have your letter of the rd instant, with reference 
to the Edwards children, and note that their religious 
affiliation 1s doubtful. Am I to understand that the 
children are illegitimate? If so, they would probably 
be eligible, in view of the information given in your 
letter regarding their mother. If they are legitimate 
the father, of course, has the right to direct their 
education, but, as he is a member of the Church of 
England, it fy not be possible to approve their 


admission to the Providence Mission Residential School. 
In this connection, I would refer you to Section 10 (2) 
of the Indian Act. I eete, beveres, from your letter 


that he insists on having em attend the Providence 
School, due to the distance the Aklavik C.E. School is 
located from his home. Please secure and forward a 
definite statement from the father to that effect.

In reply to your letter of the 15th inst. regarding 
attendance of Valter Blondin at the Fort dence Indian Residential 
Schoo], I would say that in my opinion, there is sufficient reason Tor 
his presence there. 


From my personal conviction, as well as that of ell 
our missionaries, and without blaming altogether the rerort of Mr. 
Hunter, I believe I am right in saying that the Indian Act provides 
Boarding or Day schoo's for Indian children, without specifving to 
which of the two kinds of schools a particular child is obliged to go. 
If I remember well, I have never noticed, in reading the Indian Act, 
that Boarding Schools are to be provided only for orphans and 
ebandoned children. 


It appears to me that Indian parents enjoy the 
privilege guaranteed them by their Treaty, of sending their children 
to the school of their choice, whether it be a Boarding School or a 
Dav Schoo). 


There is no doubt that ea residential schoo] is better 
equipped in the long run, than a day school, to supervise the instruction 
of children in general, and more particularly in the case of Indian 
children, These children have a more belanced diet, are taught to 
develope habits of cleanliness; they attend classes with preater 
regularity; they receive a general and practice] education in such 
things as cooking, sewing, leundry work, manual occupetions ete., 
beside the ordinary classroom studies. 


How then could we blame Indian parents if they choose 
a residential school for their children? Should we not encourage them 
in their choice?

As regards Mr. Hunter's main objection, the expenses involved, 
I am under the impression that the maintenance of a day school is costing 
the Government more per capita end per day of attendance of pupils, than 
keeping them in a boarding school, where the cost is presently calevlated 
at less than a doller per day per pupil. 


It would therefore not seem to be the presence of the perents 
in the Fort for a considerable portion of the year, which should determine 
the choice of the school, but it ought to be rather the choice of the 
parents which determines it. Although the right to choose is not specified 
as such in the Indian Act, it is likewise not denied to them either, but 
is more or less upheld by the Act, in principle, 


The fact is that some parents do not yet realize the benefits 
of sending their children to a residential school. They keen them in the 
Fort with them, either to profit by the family allowance or under pretence 
of sending them to school, and thus carry on a rether precarious existence, 
being frequently compelled to ask for Government support. This would be 
avoided if the parents were in the bush hunting or trapping. 


With el] these reasons in mind, Fether Beauregard took 
advantage of the passage of the mission boat on its way to Fort Pro- 
vidence, to send Valter Blondin to the residential school there, having 
in view rather the interest of the child, rather than to counteract anv 
policy of the Department.

Dear Bishop Trocellier: 


I am informed by Superintendent 
I.F. Kirkby that he is having difficulty 
recruiting children for the Indian residential 
schools in the North as the schools do not allow 
the children to go home for holidays during the 
summer. He writes in part as follows: 


"I have found that the Missions are very 
reluctant to let the school children go home for 
the summer holidays for fear they will not come back 
and if they do they may have to pay for the 
transportation. This condition had made it difficult 
to get some of the Indians to send their children 
back to school once they get them home because they 
say the Mission never sends them home for the summer. 
This is partly true due to our difficulties of 
transportation with its high cost. I was able to 
take a number of children home this summer with my 
boat but it is not a passenger boat and is not always 
available. Not to send the children home is bad both 
for the children and the parent. If when the children 
do not return to school and we demand that they go 
back to school someone has to pay the transportation 
and I wish to know whether it is authorized to transport 
children to and from residential school at Government 
expense. It is realized that we spend a great deal on 
the Indian but where they live off the land they, asa 
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rule have little or no money and if we are to 
make the younger Indians better citizens and 
better equipped to look after themselves then 

I feel that we should be able to transport 
school children to and from school where they 
live in isolated points. In this respect I 
refer to Snowdrift and Ft. Rae in particular 

as the other settlements either have the schools 
or can ge t there without much trouble".

The instances cited by Mr. Kirkby, of children from 
isolated points such as Fort Rae and Snowdrift, present even greater 
difficulties for us. Our boat no longer makes the trip to Fort Rae, 
as there has been too much demand for it elsewhere for the past three 
years, ard the people around Snowdrift are so scattered during the 
summer months that it is almost impossible to find them on some 
occasions. What is just as disconcerting, is the fact that even when 
their children are sent home for the summer, thev ere nowhere to be 
found when the children arrive. It is little wonder then, that such 
children have had to be brought back to the school, for obviously 
they could not be left at a deserted village. 


Our missions are quite willing and readv to cooperate 
with the Department in every way possible, to assure the children a 
pleasant vacation, to the complete contentment of their parents or 
guardians, and we ere just as ready, as we have always been, to make 
even extraordinary efforts to have the children return to school in 
the fall, but we must not entirely lose sight of the intervening 
difficulties which are still to be met with as regards this matter of 
summer vacations. J believe the missions are doing their part to 
offset these difficulties, and IT will welcome any further suggestions 
the Department may have to make, in diminishing them stil] further.

As pointed out in my letter of August 31, 
there is no opportunity for these children to attend school 
at Fort Wrigley and it is not possible to have them ad- 
mitted to a school conducted under Protestant auspices. 

It was considered therefore that their admission to the 
Providence school would be approved under Section 117 of 
the Indian Act, as the parents gave their consent. 


The children were transported to Fort 
Providence by the Homan Catholic Mission boat in August. 
We have allowed this practice in order to save transport- 
ation costs of sending the children by air. However, we 
will instruct the Mission authorities to forward Application 
for Admission Forms for approval before transporting new 
admissions to school, in future. 


Will you please advise us regarding the 
children's return transportation to Fort Wrigley. The 
parents are not is a position to pay the transportation 
costs. We had no knowledge of the children's admission to 
school until we heceived the application forms and by that 
time they had already been admitted.

When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal’s notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 
Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 
death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, which may be required by law. 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

The Executive Committee of the Missionary 
Society of the Church of Englend in Canede hes instructed me to place bef- 
ore you a formal and officiel statement in relation to the question of the 
educational facilities required for the Indiend and Eskimo population of 
the North West Territories. 

The Church of Englend sent its first miss- 
{onary to the Takudh Indians of the Peel River in the year 1861, and has 
been in continuous missionary occups tion of that region,therefore, for 
over: 60 years. 

The Rev.1.0.Stringer, now Anglican Bishop of 
the Yukon, founded the Hersbhel Island and Mackenzie River Delta Mission 
to the Eskimo in the year 1894. This mission has also been continpusly 
carried on by the Church of Englend. 

In the year 1915 the Rev.H.Girling, and his 
associates, took up their residence at Jernard Harbour, Coronation Gulf, 
ana founded our existing mission to the Eskimo of those regions. 

With the possible exception of @ few employees 
of the trading compenies there are to be found, along the Peel River and 


northwards, we believe, no adherents or members of any religious body other 


then the Church of England . Until a few months ago the most northerly 
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ofle 
whi ce et of the Roman Catholic Church was at Arctic Red River. The 


autho. 5 ies of the latter body, we are informed, have recently occupied the 
new trading centre of Aklavik in the “ackenzie River Delta; and, if rumour is 
to be credited, have already submitted the proposal, or Suggestion, to your 
Department that an Indian Residential School be established at Aklavik under 
their auspices. 

Our Executive Committee, and also our Indian 
and Eskimo Commission, has given very careful consideration to the entire 
question under discussion with particular reference to the fact that about 
85% of the pupilage of the existing Church of England Indian Residential 
School at Hay -iver, Great Slave “ake,is brought from Fort MacPherson on the 
Peel River and the surrounding regions of the “ackenzie River Delta. The Comme 
ittee also has in mind the fact that, while the Church of sngland community 
among the Indians of the region of Great Slave Lake is comparatively small ,the 
whole of the Christian Indians and Eskimo, northwards of the Romen Catholic ~< 
Station at Arctic Red River, sre members of the Church of England. The members 
of our sxecutive Committee, and of our Indian and “skimo Commission, are unan- 
imously of the conviction, therefore, that immediate steps should be taken 
with a view to securing proper educational advantages for our people and for 
the non-Christian Indians or Eskimo of the region of the Mackenzie River Delta 
and the Arctic Coast of the North West Territories. 

The Executive bodies mentioned have #180 given 
careful consideration to the question as to whether such educational advantages 
would be best provided through the establishment of a new Church of England 
residential school at Aklavik or some other suitable point in the Delta, or 
by the transfer to such suitable point of our existing institution at Hay 
River, Great Slave ~ake. The Executive Committee, and the Indian and Eskimo 
Commission came unanimously to the decision that, providing satisfactory 


ways and means sre provided for the maintenance of such an institution at 
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“Se 
a: eee and isolated point can be satisfactorily worked out, our 


interests will be best served by the transfer of the existing Hay River 
institution. 

The Executive Committee instructed me to take 
up these questions further with you, with a view to an investigation of the 
conditions under which such an institution, if established in the Delta, 
must be administered and maintained; and with the object of arriving ata 
basis of agreement,in connection with these matters ,as between your Dep- 
artment and the Missionary Society in the hope that, in due course, you 
will see your way clear to approve the proposed transfer of the Hay River 
institution and to provide the capital and other sums connected with the 
carrying out of the plan. 

I shall hope to heve an opportunity of 
discussing these matters personally with you on the occasion of my next 


visit to Ottawa. 


an A similer situetion to that described above 


exists on the Hast shore of James and Hudson's Bay. The Church of ingland 
first occupied these regions in the decade of 1850-60 and have been in 
continued missionary occupation since that time. One of our chief stations 
at Fort George has recently been occupied by Roman Catholic missionaries... 
We understand,however, thet the Anglican Bishop of Moosonee has lodged a 
formal petition with your Department for an Indian Residential School to be 
located at Fort George,or other suitable point in the region, to be admin- 
istered by the Church of England. The Executive Committee M.S.C.C. endorses 
this application of the Bishop of Moosonee and consi ders the fact of its 
lodgement with your Department as a sufficient interim safeguerd of our inte 
erests in the regions affected, viz-the Hast coast of James and Hudson's

I have seen many sad cases of Uskimo children returning 
to their parents efter three and five years at the Hay River 
school.They conld not eat the native food;could not speak 
enough Hekimo to understand their own perents and imew nothing 
of making the Nskimo boots clothing ,working Skins,in fact 
enything that would be useful in their everydsey life among 
their own people.In consequence they were looked upon by their 
own parents and others as useless end in several instances 
perents,who had attended Hay River school in their youth, 
refused to send their own children to the school in view of 
their own exveriances. thot is more Bekimo childreh seem to 
have adopted the worst traits of the Indion while at Hay 
River school. 

T heve on several oeeasions lately officislly reported 
the manner in which the Eskimo &re exploited by traders, 
pertioulerly in Coronation Gulf,and I hone these reports have 
been rlaced before you. I have the greatest admiration for the 
uskimo snd hope to get back to the Aretic first opportunity. 
If there is any information you should want concerning these 
people and the country,I would be Only too gaad to eine it 
to you to the best of my ebility, in the meantime I hope thet 
whet I have said concerning the school may be of some use to 
you should the metter come to your attention.

My dear Inspector Wood: 


I have read your letter of the 10th instant with 
& greet deal of interest. 


I recently had the opportnnity of having a very 
full conversation with the Right Reverend Stringer, Bishop 
of the Yukon, and with Canon Gould, with reference to the 
needs of the district. All the information I have received 
goes to confirm your own view. There was a little doubt 
about the proper location of the school, but I note that 
you are etrongly in favour of Herschell Island. 


I may sey thet we find it very difficult to secure 
funds for the establishment of new Indian schools, and I 
cannot yet tell how the Government will view the suggestion 
to establish boarding schools for the Zskimo. The question 
ig bound to come up from time to time, however, as the 
interest in these people ie developing, and it is my earnest 
desire to promote their interest in every way. You are 
no doubt aware that at the last session of Parliament, %sekimo 
affairs were, by amendment of the Indian Act, placed under 
the direction of the Superintendent General of Indian Affeirs. 


I have to thank you for your letter and your re- 
commendations, which will receive due consideration as soon 
as it is possible for us to extend our educational facilities.

Bishop Lucas having resigned from tne Diocese of 
MacKuuzte ver, the Archbishop of Hupertsland commissioned me to 
visit’the same this year, to take note of conditions,as well as to 
administer it. 
There are one or two observations that may affect 
your department which I take the liberty of making. 

The Roman Catholic Church has erected a large building 
at Aklavik,designed probably for a boarding school, and have taken 
some 18 or more children from Good Hope and Red River to train, 
This is all to the good, but their main object seems to be to secus 
Bekimo children from Aklavik and the Delta ,where they have not one 
adherent of their church, 

Their representative, /r.Gui 1s here now,professediy to 
examine tne school situation for the Government,and may report thar 
the school facilities are already adequate, From his point of view 
they may bey but not from tig point of view of the natives, 

I have in my possession two largely signed petitions,one 
by the Eskimos and one by the Indians of McPhe@son, asking for 
schools where their children may be trained,free from the Roman 
influence, These petitions will come to you in due course, through & 
the proper channel, 

There were at McPherson this summer 321 Indians,of whom 
at least 60 were of school age, 6 to 15, and the petition contains 
names of parents of 160 below the age of @ 16, none of wnom can on 
any account be induced to attend the Roman Catnolic School at 
Aklavik. 

They are exceedingly anxious to have @ school at their own 
place, and from the above,you will see that there 1s sufficient 
material avallable,both for tne present, and as to the future, the 
births at McPherson during the past 30 months number 52, of whom 
only 3 have died during that time, 

This, Mr.Scott, 1s for your information in case any repres~ 
entations are made from the other side, You know,of course, that 
they have no standing with the people eltner at Mcpherson or in the 
Delta of the McKenzie River.

Pursuant to our usual custom, I submit my understanding 
of the agreement reached at our interview held on Saturday morning 
the 7th inst. 


Our interview concerned in the main the situation brought 
about through the erection by this Society, at Aklavik N.W.T., of a 
residential school building, designed to accommodate the indian children 
from the lower Mackenzie Valley provided for in the past by the Indian 
Residential School at Hay River and also the eskimo children provided 
for by the existing Residential School at Shingle Point. 


We agreed: 


l. That the opening of the new school at Aklavik with the 
receipt of per capita grants for the indian children in 
question; should not involve the abandonment of residential 
school provision for the anglican indian children resident 
in the Hey River area. 


That this provision for the Hay River area should take the 
form of an institution which I described as a "Family 
Indian Residential School;" that is a small school of 
probably not more than fifteen or twenty pupils, the starr 
for which would probably consist of the Principal 
(probably a married man who would be the teacher, one 
supervisor, one kitchen matron; the Department continu- 
ing to provide the usual per capita grants in aid,

I have your letter of the 16th instant, setting 
forth your understanding of an interview with myself on 
the 7th instent, regarding the situation brought about 
through the erection, by your Society, of a residential 
school at Aklavik, North West Territories, to accommodate 
the Indian and Eskimo children from the lower Mackenzie 
Valley. 


A6 agreed in my letter to you of May 14th, 1935, 
grant is being provided for a total of 50 pupils at Hay 
River, as from April first, 1937.

Having recently returned from a visit to 
Aklavik, N.W.T., I am able to inform you that the new 
school building built by our Church at this centre 
to combine the activities of the Eskimo School at 
Shingle Point, and some of the activities of our Hay 
River School, will be ready for occupation in August. 
Miss Helena Sowden, the Head Matron of our Hay River 
School, is now on her way to Aklavik to fill the same 
position there, and she will take a few girl pupils with 
her. The other lady agents will take with them the other 
pupils who are to be transferred this year by the next 
boat. It is important that class-room registers and forms 
for quarterly and yearly returns be sent forward at once, 
and I will be obliged if you will either send these to me, 
or direct to the Principal, the Rev. H.S. Shepherd, B.A. 


I enclose herewith a small photo of the school 
building itself, and three snaps of supplies and building 
material landed on the river bank about 400 yards away 
by the path which has to be followed. The workmanship 
throughout impressed me as being excellent, and I was more 
than surprised at the skill of the Loucheaux Indian cap- 
penters who had been trained by the master-builders, Messrs, 
Somers and Quartermain, and who had greatly assisted in the 
erection of this spacious and suitable building. ‘he build- 
ing has easily a capacity of 150 pupils, but instructions 
were given by me to the Principal not to enroll more than 
100 at the time of opening.

In the event of the 
residential school at Hay fiver being continued for 
approximately 15 ohildren from that neighbourhood, the 
Indian pupilage that oan be provided for at the new school 
at Aklavik will be 35 children, or, the total number for 
which grant can be provided at both schools is 50 pupils. 
Payment of the grant to Aklavik could begin as from the 
time the pupils now at Hay River have been transferred to 
that school. 


The Department would favourably consider con- 
tinuing the residential sohool at Hay River for the benefit 
of the Anglican Indian ohildren in that neighbourhood and 
provide grant for approximately 15 pupile - it being under- 
stood, however, as all the buildings in question at this 
point are owned by your Society, that the Society will be 
responsible for the entire cost of any reconstruction or 
repairs that may in future be required.

Dear Sir:- 


During my visit to Aklavik in July of this year I 
discussed with Dr. Urquhart of your Department, with Major 
Irvine, Superintendent of the R.C.M.P. in the N.W.T., and 
with various others, the question of having one central 
lighting system for the whole of the Aklavik settlement, 
and found that a strongly unanimous opinion prevailed 
it was highly desirable to have such a system of lighting 
installed if any possible arrangement could be found for 
this to be done. At the present time some privately owned 
lighting systems are in use, but the settlement is so small 
and compact that the noise of the motors required to operate 
these was causing a good deal of interference with radio 
reception. As the whole settlement does not extend over an 
area of approximately one quarter of a square mile, there 
can be no doubt about the advantages which this central 
lighting system would provide. 


The interest of our Society in the matter centres chiefly 
around the fact that an electric lighting system will be re- 
quired for the new Indian and Zskimo Residential School which 
we have just built there. The School building has been com- 
pleted and will be in operation during the coming winter, but 
the lamps which will be used this winter should be super- 
seded by a better lighting system before another winter sets in. 


From the interview I had with the parties mentioned, I 
received the impression that a central lighting system could 
best be handled by the Royal Canadian Corps Signals, and I am 
writing for the specific purpose of ascertaining if there is 
any possibility of such an arrangement being made, Speaking 
for our Society I may say that we would much prefer to secure 
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in that way the lighting required in our School, than through 
the installation of our own lighting plant. J#hile the Church 
of Mngland Hospital which is now being re-built at Aklavik 
will not be administered by our Society, Bishop Fleming 
informed me that he would prefer to have that institution 

and all the buildings in his Aklavik Mission lighted from a 
central lighting plant than from a separate plant which he 
would have to install for the purpose. As the Hudson's Bay 
Co., the Northern Trading Co., the Roman Catholic Mission, 

in addition to other residents in the settlement, would 
probably contract for lighting froma central lighting 
system, I have every reason to believe that a central 
lighting system of the kind I have mentioned could be 
operated without cost to your Department, apart from the 
initial cost of installation. 


As our Society must take steps to provide our School 
with a fully modern lighting system next year, I shall be 
glad to know whether the central lighting system of the 
type I have suggested for the whole settlement can be pro- 
vided or not.

It is regretted that the local Indian Agent 
was not available for consultation before the message was sent, 
but as the steamer "Distributor" might arrive within a few hours 
after the message was received, it was quite impossible to refer 
the matter to you before taking definite action. I trust, howe 
ever, that under the circumstances, the action we have taken 
may be approved.

I ean see no serious objection to the ent 
of a per capita grant for 50 pupile at Aklavik, if 
school at Hay River is operated as a day school and if the 
pupile in attendance at Aklavik are drawn from the immediate 
neighbourhood of the school. I cannot convince myself that 
the practice of transporting Ifdian children hundrede of 
miles to a residential school ie a wise one. In addition 
to this, I am not at all satisfied with the course of in- 
struction provided at Indian residential schools in the 
North Weet Territories.

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It is my understanding that certain church 
authorities have given this matter a great deal of study 
and hope to submit to the Department for consideration 
a@ revised curriculum for their northern schools in the 
immediate future. 


In view of these comments, I can only 
express sears’ that it was considered necessary to send 
the Grosstete children to Aklavik. I do not know that 
there is anything we can do about it now that they have 
been sent, other than ask that these children be returned 
to Fort Simpson at the end of the school year. 


The records indicate that we are making a 
contribution of cogventnatesy $600.00 to the salary of 
a téacher at Fort Simpson. 


The mother of these children, it is true, m 
experience considerable difficulty in providing them wi 
the food and clothing necessary to enable them to take 
advantage of the local day school facilities. In this 
respect, however, the children do not differ from hundreds 
of other children throughout the Dominion. The appeal of 
an Indian agent for relief allowances for a family such 
as this is always sympathetically considered by the De- 
partment.

Referring to our correspondence concerning the 
transfer to Aklavik of our main pupilage from the Hay River 
Residential School, and the consequent erection at Church 
expense of a fully equipped Institution at Aklavik, with 
accommodation for at least 100 pupils; you will doubtless 
remember our agreement concerning the subsidiary proposal 
that a small Residential School, on a Family basis, for 
15 pupils, with per capita grants, be continued at Hay River. 


This latter proposal has been fully examined with 
the result that we have come to the conclusion that a Day 
School is the best and sufficient provision for the children 
at Hay River.

In reply to your letter of March 17, asking for more in- 
formation regarding the industries taught in our school I reply as 
follows, - 

All girls twelve years or over have half a day in the 
class room arid half a day in Industrial training, following thése 
pursuits I have listed in my report, “irls younger than twelve spend 
the full day in the class room, The training we attempt to give 
the girls is as far as we are able just the sort that will be of 
help t6 them in their life after they have returned home, 


All boys ten years of over receive instruction in 
fishing, net making and the care ofnets, in season; the care 
of dogs, @og driving, harnassing, feeding,etc.; the handling of 
boats in summer; mushrat trapping in the spring, Wood work, as 
oftengias much as we have opportunity, and in the procuring of 

fire wood, water,and ice for summer water, 

It is not possible to keep the boys out of school for 
half of each day,but they are taken in relays of tweg or fours 
by my assistant for half a day as often as their turn comes, 


I have spent eight years living in close contact 
with the Eskimo people on the Arctic coast, qgnd two further years 
here in this settlement, and realize fully the need of practical 
training for these children. Judging from the children we have 
sent back to their homes, I think our training has been very good. 
Seeping the children too long a period fpom their homes does more 
hamm,I think, toward unfitting them for their native life than 
any other factor. This needs to be watched very carefully,but with 
children who are orphans, who have to be taken into the school 
while they are still babies and have no home to go to for summer 
holidays, the difficulty is hard to over come, 


A native seemstress who could instruct the girls in 
the making and care of fur clothing, and a pnactical man who could 
instruct the boys in wood work, engines, nets, trapping and other 
practical thigs would undoubtedly help our school, + intend to take 
these matters up with our office in Winnipeg and see if it cannot 
be arranged, 


HK I hope this answers your letter fully, and assurring 
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¥ou of my earnest desire to make the training of our school ag 


_ to the Eskimo and Indian peoples as possible,

From Cambridge 
Bay came written word tha& David, who started his 
schooling at Shingle Point, expected to act as 
organist for each of the Easter Services to be 
held at the Mission Church, whilst George Grover, 
of both Hay River and Shingle Point Schools, 
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"hoped to be used by the Missionary to interpret the 
Baster message into Eskimo for the people there. 


Citing the case of Angus (Eskimo) it is 
understood that he was one of the most successful 
at White Fox trapping last year, bringing into

From Fort McPherson we learn that Peter (Indian) 
is his father's "right hand" - so dependable, and a 
Muskrat trapper in earnest. 


The two pupil nurses in training here at 
the Mission Hospital are both from the Loucheu 
Band, and they give evidence of taking up their 
duties in a keen and praiseworthy manner. These 
girls Lucy and Jane have both had the advantage 
of School routine. 


Quite proudly, Mary, coming to Aklavik 
a few days after her marriage at Fort McPherson 
to one of the former Hay River School boys, said, 
*pid you know that three of your old Hay River 
girls were married at the same time to three of 
the Hay River boys, and I was one of them'? 
We feel certain that these young people will 
endeavour to set up the Christian standard of 
living in their homes, " 


The statement sometimes made by badly-informed people 
that the Residential Schools unfit the pupils for hunting and 
pocees*e. is not supported by these quotations, and I am 
deeply convinced that this class of school is conferring on 
the Indians and Eskimo of Canada one of the greatest benefits 
they are receiving.

was likely to be placed under one department of

In reply to your letter of July 2nc, and August 
2lst, the following is the list of the subjects taught 
in our class rooms, to Indian, Eskimo and half-breed 
children: 


Reading, writing, arithmetic, health, scripture, 
physical training, spelling, language, history, geography, 
music, art, sewing, citizenship. 


Partichlar emphasis is placed on reaiing, writing 
and arithmetic. By far the greater part of the time spent 
in the class room, is devoted to the teaching of these sub- 
Jects. In addition to the list above noted, as much pfacti- 
cal training as we are able to give, is given to the boys 
in fishing, trapping rats in season, procuring of fire wood, 
and all other ratine work, whichis a part of the living 


in this Northern country. The girls are taught to sew, 
wash, preparatim of meat and fish, for meals; here we 
make net ive parkas and boots. 


Most of the children who attend our school, stay for 
onlv three years, and in most cases I do not encourage them 
to remain longer. Exceptions have to be made in the case of 
orphan children, When we receive a child at nine years of age, 
and keep the child for three years, I consider that the child 
has acquired sufficient kmwledge of the subjects that can be 
taught in our school, to give him or her, the maximum benefit 
of the school training, and the child is n t handicapped, by 
this shorter period, in fitting back into native environ- 
ment. 


Its clear that m extensive education can be imparted 
to a child in three years, but I feel that a knowledge of English 
and a small knowledge of school subjects, is much better than a 
long period away from tieir natural home life, and a more exten- 
sive education. 
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a On the other hand, I would very much like to see some prov is - 

’ fon made for high!Cducat ion for promising boys and girls, who 
are mostly “white", have no home to return to, and who, given 
&@ chance, might very well develope into a much fliner type of 
Canadian citizen, than they could possibly become with the 
limited opportunities available here in the North, 


I trust this information wi ll be of value to you, 
and angghing further I can do to assist you in this survey, 
I will be very glad to do.

The most outstanding garden this season, was at 
the Anglican HKesidential School in charge of the xeverend H.S. Shepherd 
A small greenhouse constructed of storm sash and heated with a wood 
burning heater fas used to start, cabbage, cauliflow, tomato and some 
of the more temder varieties of flowering plants. These were all seeded 
during the last week of May and transplanting to the open garden was 
doneone month later. “fter the cabbage, cauliflower and flowers were 
removed , the tomato plants were reset in the greenhouse, spaced three 
feet apart and allowed to remain for the season, these were producing 
ripe fruits by end of August and a heavy crop of large green fruits 
were picked September 12, when all were harvested. Transplanting of 
vabbage and cauliflower was quite successful and seasonal development 
fair, cabbage 6-7 inches and cauliflower 5-6 inches in diameter were 
quite common. Carrots and turnips were large and of excellent quality. 
The crop of Warba potatoes was exceptional, as to size, quality and 
yield, being quite equal to any I had seen on the trip down stream. 
The annual flowers also did quite well and bloomed profusely.

In the letter you will note Miss Corlett cites what are most 
appalling conditions existing at this Schoo) as regards the all-important 
matter of HEALTH. Secondly, the subjeot of FOOD, which would seem to be 
inadequate. Thirdly, FIRE PROPECTION, which, et best, would seem to be 
most inadequate. She aleo stetes there is no PRACTICAL TRAINING at the School 


I quote from Miss Corlett's letter: "I am not asking you 
to accept these facts without verification but I appeal to you, for the 
sake of these children, to request that your government representative, 
Dre DeL, Livingston, resident here, be authorized to enter this building 
end ascertain these facts".

Dear Dr. MeGill:- 


I have your letter of April 4th, and have 
read Miss Corlett's report on the conditions in All 
Saints' Residential School. I give you herewith the 
following report:- 


Sanitary conditions and health of the pupils. 


Probably the most undesirable factor in 
Conditions began with the construction of the building 
itself. This building (2 storey) is constructed with 
Glass rooms, dining room, laundry and kitchen on the first 
floor and sleeping dormitories for both children and 
staff on the second floor. Due to an improper circulation 
of air and no doubt improper insulation in the roof, 
and especially due to the laundry being with the building, 
large amounts of moisture condensed underneath the roof, 
This freezes during the winter, keeps the place damp and 
cold and in the spring the nelting of enormous quantities 
of ice keeps the place in a damp condition for a large 
period of time. I think that one of the first eseentials 
would be the remodelling of this building to such an 
extent that this moisture would be eliminated. ‘his would 
mean substantial changes in the construction of the roof 
of the building and also the removal of the laundry 
outside the building altogether. 


With reference to the statements of Miss 
Corlett regarding other sanitary conditions such as 
drinking water, washing facilities and toilets, these, 
as they are, or as she states they are, are no doubt due

more to carelessness in supervision than in equipment. 

{ am sure that their equipment includes ample washbowls, 
soap, towels etc. They are supposedly supplied with 
tooth brushes and were using salt and water for cleaning 
their teeth. following these complaints however, I 
supplied them, from our medical stores here, sufficient 
sodium perborate and soda bicarbd. to be used as a tooth 
cleansing powder. 


The adequacy of the food provided for the pupils 
enrolled and the members of the teaching staff. 


My position in looking after the health of 
children in two schools of different demoniations is such 
that any criticism | make of one school is no doubt used 
as propaganda by the other school for the procuring of 
children in the school. ‘the food no doubt has been 
inadequate and 1 informed Bishop Fleming that the natives 
themselves all claim that the children are better fed in 
the Koman UVatholie School than in the Anglican school, 
and of course to these primitive people food is taken more 
into consideration than schooling, sanitary conditions 
or anything else. However, the amount of fresh vegetables 
and especially fresh fruits is not nearly adequate for 
the number of children and staff that they havee I am 
sure that 1 personally in my own house have at least as 
muoh fresh fruit shipped in as they use in the school 
for about ninety children and 4 staff of about ten. 


The amount of milk supplied is not sufficient 
and apparently has not been mixed to a proper strength. 
very little cheese and no butter are supplied. These four 
essentials, fruit, milk, cheese and butter, I think are 
very important and should be increased. 


At the present time I 4m developing a dairy farm 
here which was started with the intention of supplying 
at least a pint of milk per day to each child in both 
schools. Staff diets are also inadequate and this is an 
important factor where the staff with a large percentage 
of girls are brought in from outside and I frequently 
have had to treat them for neurosis no doubt due to 
environment and diet. 


The adequacy of the fire protection and fire 
fighting equipment proved at the institution. 


The es@ape shoots in the school along with 
proper fire drill I think is sufficient at the present time 


andes+es 
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and if these are not functioning properly it is again due 
to carelessness on the part of the staff. Outside of the 
school we have a fire engine and hose proper}y manned 
sufficient to handle fires in school areas. However, like 
many buildings constructed in the north the chimneys are 
of inferior build and not properly insulated. ‘this should 
be very essential where they are burning as fuel spruce 
wood, which is full of creosote and causes many chimney 
fires unless pipes are cleaned very frequently. 


The health of the children at the present 
time, and for the past several years, has been fairly 
goode With the exception of the two influenza epidemics 
this winter sickness in both schools has been small. The 
first year that | spent here I had a large number of 
deaths of school children which I attribute to a large 
extent to infective tonsils which undermined their general 
health and also was a source of continuous infection among 
the pupils. Since that time I have removed the tonsils of 
most of the children on admission or shortly afterwards 
and the improvement through the years has been quite marked, 
especially so in the lowered death rate of school children 
during this period. 


During the past year, due to a shortage of 
labour, I have used two school boys to help with the ratine 
work around my residence and fam. These boys have been 
staying at the school but get the majority of their meals 
in my house here. One of them, a boy of fourteen years of 
age, had a T.B. hip and had been in hospital and school for 
several years. ‘the other one in hospital most of the time 
with very bad eyesight. These boys were put on what I 
considered a suitable diet of fresh meat, cows milk, cheese, 
butter and fresh fruit etc., and the improvement has been so 
marked that there is no doubt that diet to a large extent 
is responsible for the health of residential school children. 
The boy with the ".B. hip has grown and improved in all ways. 
The other boy, although practically unable to see, is now 
perfectly alright and has also grown greatly in stature 
during the past six months. 


I might state, however, that in my medical 
care of the Anglican school much of my work is the care 
of the female staff. A great deal of the trouble is due to

That is just an example 
of how much the Commission consider uf the welfare of these childrene

after repeated failure to get little co-operation here, put they have 
taken an attitude ef somplavency and apathy.

As senior teacher, I feel that the posttion is one, which exercises 
probably the greatest influence on the future lives of these children 
and ultimately the race, but I have certainly been unable to forward 
the health problems. 

One hears constant criticism, from outsiders, of course, the ad- 
visability of residential schools, Definitely it is the only way the 
Bhildren can be educated, but I consider the system, as it is now in 
foree, definitely dows not meet the requiremmants of the native. Where, 
in a ten month academic period, does a child get any contact with its 
practical life? How is a child, after a four to ten year period ina 
school, supposed to adapt itself to the environment of its parents, when 
the language, habits end arts have been severed ,for such @ length of 
time?The child is an alien and the situation is pitiful.Is that practic- 
al Christianity? 

A strong indictment you sey, against my own church. Definitely yes, 
for I fail to see how segregation from all family bonds, where language 
habits , customs and arts are not fostered can be called a practicing 
Christanity.It is contrary to the ideals of Christ's teachings 

Instead the children might well be given a seven month's intensive 
course, academic and practical , outlined definitely to adjust itsélf to 
their mode of living and then for the remaining five months be allowed 
to rejoing their parents ,especially for the ratting season. During this 
period the school staff could go out among the people , as social ser- 
vice workers.This , of course would require special training, but its 
about time the Commission were made to realize,that non trained workers, 
are a menace rather than a helpe 

In this school there is no practical trainingsWhat the girls learn 
in the laundry and kitchen is incidental, there is no formal teaching. 
The opportunities being lost in thés one school alone are heart rendinge 

This shbool and its two former foundations, Hay River and Shingle

I inspected the above mentioned school on 
June 17th, 18th and 19th, and found that matters were 
proceeding in a satisfactory manner. 


Miss Mary Agnes Harrington - teaches grades one 
and two. She holds a First Class Superior teacher's certificate 
for Saskatchewan, and has ten years of experience. She teaches 
forty residential pupils and sixteen day pupils, the classification 
being as follows:

Miss Harrington is a very capable teacher. The 
atmosphere and tone of her classroom is excellent, the pictures and 
decorations about the room are educational, and the children sre 
most interested in their work. Miss Harrington makes good use of 
the enterprise method of instruction, and has the children working 
on a number of projects. She has taken some special training in 
woodworking, and I was able to examine a fine display of items made 
by the pupils, including book ends, door stops, coat hangers, tooth 
brush holders and so forth. This type of activity appeals particulerly 
to the children because they have a natural bent for hand work. 


I examined the work books and found them to be kept 
in good order. The writing was of excellent quality and the work 
was neatly done. The children took great enjoymen} from singing, 
and I listened to their rhythm band. 


Miss Harrington has secured a set of the new basic 
readers which are authorized for seven of the nine provinces of 
Caneds. Their worth is indicated by the fact that she has been able 
to teach such a lerge class of children to read effeciently. I am of 
the opinion that these basic readers should be used in all the schools 
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throughout the Territories. Miss Harrington divides her class 
into various groups depending upon their abilities, and in this 
manner gives them an incentive to progress at their own level. 
Her pupils read well, express themselves freely, and have 
mastered a considerable amount of number work. I observed a most 
interesting Nature Study lesson during which the children handled 
the discussion. It led quite naturally into an art lesson. 


Miss Marjorie Neales - teaches grades two to eight, 


and holds a First Class Superior teacher's certificate from New 
Brunswick. She has been teaching for nineteen years, fourteen of 
which have been spent with Indian children.

Indian Residential School, you are advised that it 
has been the Department's practice for many years 
to provide text books and school supplies for the 
Indian children only and the supplies for the Eskimos 
and other non-Indian children to be provided by the 
Northwest Territories Administration. 


We have reviewed our files with regard 
to former requisitions for school supplies for this 
school and find that in most instances only 
sufficient supplies were shipped for Indian children. 
It is possible that you continued to use these supplies 
for the Indian and non-Indian children without 
requesting the Northwest Territories Administration 
to provide their share of the supplies. 


For your information this practice is 
followed in all schools where both Indian and non-

‘*Personal") gave me some hope of receiving the 

t+ promised for furnishings at our Aklavik School, 

the grant itself has not yet come to hand, and bs 
greatly hope it may reach me in the early future. 


As it is my duty as Seoretary and Executive 
officer of the Commission to discover either new 
sources of revenue, or ways of curtailing expendi- 
tures without affecting efficiency of management 
I am writing for the specific purpose of ascertain- 
ing if the government tax on gasoline used at our 
Schools could be either cancelled or refunded. 


At the present time the tax on gasoline used 
at our Schools in the Province of Ontario, except 
that used for automobiles, is refunded, and it would 
afford us considerable relief 4f we received the 
same consideration from the other Provinces and 
territories where our Society's Schools are located. 
For some time the Prairie Provinces granted us exemp~ 
tion from this tax, but the exemption, for some reason 
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or other, was cancelled some years ago, and has never 
been renewed, 


I need hardly say that any pele which you and your 
Department may be able to give in having this exemption 
restored will be highly appreciated by me and by our 
Commission, especially in the present time of anxiety 
and acute concern,

In your letter of October 10th, 1936, No. 150-55, 
you authorized for our Aklavik School in the North West 
Territories, the engagement of a Night watchman for seven 
months, namely, from Octeber lst of that year until April 
30th, 1937, at $40.00 a month, or a total of $280.00, 


Further, in your letters of September 11th and 
20th, 1937, No. 180-53, you renewed the authorization for 
the engagement of a Night watchman at this Sohool for the 
same period, and at the same rate. 


In my letter to you dated October 22, 1936, 
I furnished the information requested in your letter of 
October 10th, with yegeze to the method of payment of this 
Agent, requesting that payment be made direct to this office, 
in the same way that payments were to be made for our Lac 
la Ronge and Fort George Schools. 


As no payment appears to have been made in 
connexion with the Aklavik appointment during 1936-57, I 
am enclosing herewith vouchers for the same, and vouchers 
for the winter months of 1937-38. 


With regard to the difference in the amount 
paid each year by the Principal, and the amount autho- 
rized by your Department, I wish to offer the following 
explanation as set forth in a letter just received from 
the Prinoipal of our Aklavik School, and dated January 15th

"In reply to your letter re Night Watchman. 

I have engaged Edgar Maring to serve as Night wWatch- P 
man at the school from Nov. lst, 1937, to March Slst, * 
1938 at $50.00 ger month. I explained, I think, to 
you last year that suitable men were very scarce in 
Aklavik. The better class of men can earn much better 
wages either outsing cord wood, or trapping fur. To 
get around that difficulty I increased the wages last 

ear, but shortened the time. This year I have needed 

o do the same thing. We do not need a Night Watchman 
really for October. ‘he weather is not very severe 
during that month, so that the fires can be let out during 
the night. We do, however, need a Night Watchman for 
Apeil, but no one would consent to work for wages 

after the Muskrat season starts"e.eceeessee 


“Last yess I paid the Night Watchman's salary 
by orders on the Hudson's Bay Company's Post here. 
This year, since Mr. Maping has a large ae | and 
needs his salary at the end of each month, I have 
grea him an order to one of the local traders for 
is salary at the end of each month. ‘This is much 
the easiest way of paying accounts here where no 
cash is available, and mails are so infrequent", 


"We have no indian Agent nearer than Fort 
Simpson. If the Night Watchman's cheques could be 
made payable to your office, and I continue to give 
him an order on one of the focal traders for his 


salary, it will simplify matters, " 


As the difference in the total amount you authorized, 
namely $280.00, has only been exceeded in the amount spent by 
$20.00, I trust that, under the conditions noted by the rrincipal, 
you may approve his action, and make payment accordingly. 


With regard to the enclosed vouchers for the salary 
of the Night Watchman for the current year 1957-38, I realize 
that the 11 period has not yet expired, but as the next Air 
Mail from Aklavik and the far North is not due in Edmonton until 
April 3rd, it appeared to me to be advisable to submit the 
vouchers for your consideration before the expiration of the 
current financial year, and I trust that this action may meet 
with your approval.

Dear Mr. Hoey:=- 

The Principal of our Aklavik School 
hes directed the attention of our Commission to the 
need of two fire escapes and two electric gongs to 
be used as alarms in the event of a fire. 


At a meeting of the Commiss on's Finance 

Committee held here yesterday, I was ingtructed to 
ascertain if your Department could meet the cost 

of these items of equipment. The Principal suggested 
"that for safety an enclosed slide is the only equipment 
whieh would provide 4 satisfactory emergency exit 

from the dormitories. One \ nld be required at each 
end of the building, and it s uld have an approved 
entrance door from the building at the top, which door 
should be constructed so thet it could never jamb 

with any movement of the building." 


We have consulted the Winnipsg Fire 
Chief and leading firms in Winnipeg who manufacture the 
canvas slide fire escapes, but not . 7 
recovmended such for any schoole 
toboggan slides, it was suggested at 
wooden ghutes might serve the purpose 
gled to have your opinion of the same.

the day time, the? ipal fea not be 
sufficient to awaken © rs when 
sound asleep at 
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You may recall that at the time of my last 
visit to Ottawa I mentioned to you and the Superintendent 
General the earnest desire of our Commission to have the 
Eskimo pupillage at this School increased from 50 to 60 
and the Indian pupilleage decreased from 50 to 40. It was 
thought at that time that the administration of the N.W.T. 
would soon be placed under one department of government 
and when that action had been taken, our request for the 
alteration in the pupillage wovld be granted. As the change 
has not vet been made (so far as I am aware) our per capita 
earnings are reduced by approximately $2,000.00 a year below 
what they wovld be if the altered pupillage were authorized. 


I am furnishing you with this information 
in order that you may understand our Co mittee's desire to 
receive any help you may be able to give in providing the 
fire escapes and electric gongse 


You will be pleased to imow that the 
Principal reports "the results of our drills to date (March 18, 
1940) have given us all confidence thet in the event of 
a fire there is already a much greater measure of personal 
safety for all".

Reverend Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the Srd 
instant with reference to fire escapes and electric 
gongs which you state are required at the Aklavik 
C.E. Residential School. 


In our appropriation for the current fisoal 
ear it was found possible to inolude an amount of 
550.00 only for repairs and improvements and purchase 

of new equipment required at the above-mentioned 
school. 


I am prepared to recommend to the Minister 
the expenditure of this money in whatever manner you 
consider will be most valuable to the school. If 
your Society is prepared to install the fire escapes 
and electric gongs, and I presume they will cost more 
than the amount provided by the Department, I will, 
on receipt of advice from you, recommend to the 
Minister that we allow $550.00 toward their cost. 


With regard to the Eskimo pupilage at this 
school you should communicate with Mr. A. L. Cummings, 
Superintendent Mackenzie District and Seoretary Yukon 
Affairs. His office is in Ottawa.

He also points out that 
by sending the requisition through the Indian agent at Fort Norman long 
delays are inevitable, and reminds me that one of the requisitions he sent 
through vhe indian A,ent av Norman uid not .each Ottawa until six Months 
after it had been despatched. 


Owing to the distant location of our Aklavik and Fort George 
Schools, and the absence of frequent mails, it has seemed to me that the

He states that the batteries now in use were bought from 
the "Globelite Company in the summer of 1938 and were put into 
service in November of that year". These batteries were "Type 
Well, Capacity 210 A-He, Serial No. 6964". 


He suggests that batteries with a larger capacity would 
be an advantage, and gives the following reasons:~-

“There is an average drain of 15 amperes from our 
plant during the six dark months, from 7 &-Me each 
morning until 8 Dem. in the evening. During 4 good 
part of the working hours of the day this drain 
increases to 20 amperes, and sometimes as high as 
30 amperes. Of course we run the engine during most 
of each day all the winter throughe Even so the 

\ batteries are worked very hard during all the dark 


It will be appreciated if steps are taken by your 
Department to have these batteries forwarded by the first boat 
going down the Mackenzie River next summer 50 that ample time may

and half-breeds of the area. This arrangement has worked out very

@ DENTAL CLINIC Toronto 5, Canada 


The dental clinic at All Saints Hospital, Aklavik, was operated 
this year from June Sth to August 26th. 


Aside from the excessive occlusal wear found in most of the 
mouths of the natives, the usual physiological and pathological conditions 
were in evidence among the patients visiting the clinic. The more primitive 
the life of the natives the better their dental condition; those who have 
had longer contact with so-called civilization, that is with the white 
man's diet and habits, have more dental caries and soft tissue disease. 

The work of the clinic is likely to increase with the years. 


A number of impressions and models were made of interesting cases 
showing particular dental conditions. Certain observations may be reported 
later in dental literature. 

The children of both the Anglican and Roman Catholic Schools were 
examined and the necessary treatment given, the following figures indicating 
the amount and type of service rendered.

We are in serious trouble in regard to our annual 
supply of vegetables for All Saints’ School, Aklavik, and I am 
writing to ask if the facilities of the Government can be extended 
to us to meet a real emergency. 


It has been our custom to obtain vegetables from a 
garden north of Fort Simpson. This year we received a telegram 
on Aucust 3lst advising us that flood conditions had made it 
impossible to harvest the vegetables in time to travel by the last 
Hudson's Bay boat. Since then we have been in frequent communica- 
tion with the grower, also with the Hudson's Bay Company and other 
transportation peoples We had made special arrangements to charter 
a boat from Norman Wells in order that six tons of potatoes and 
carrots micht have been carried to the school. This plan fell 
throuch when the Distributor met with an accident and was unable 
to reach Norman Wells. We have done everything in our power and 
now seem to have failed completely, with the result that a most 
difficult situation has been created at the school. A letter just 
to hand from Mr. J.We Goodall of Fort Simpson,who has been doing 
his best for us, tells of the recent accident which befell the 
Distributor on Great Slave Lake, in which one barge was lost and 
another piled up on the shore. He tells us that Government 
planes have been flying in fresh vegetables, meat and other 
supplies to various Northern points and suggests that in such an 
emergency as this we may reasonably expect Government assistance 
in this way. 


I know how difficult it is for one department to secure 
the cooperation of another in this way but feel that in cases where 
a genuine emergency arises in which human values are concerned all 
the resources of the state are brought into action. We are making 
inquiries about dehydrated vegetables and are faced with sending 
this material in at a very high coste We are told that supplies 
are not yet available and meanwhile the need of the children in 
our school will soon be acute. If any of the Government planes 
now operating on the Mackenzie River could take some of the veget- 
ables now lying at Fort Simpson it would greatly relieve the 
situation for some time to come.

I have your letter of the 6th instant 
with reference to moving vegetables and potatoes from 
Fort Simpson to the Aklavik C.E. Residential School, 


I note your suggestion that we 
endeavour to secure one of the Government planes to transport 
some of these at least. I have discussed your suggestion 
with verious other officials today and I cannot see any 
immediate prospect of assisting you. 


However, our Medical Branch is 
endeavouring to seoure a plane to transport meat from 
Aklavik to Fort Norman. If we are successful in securing 
this we will endeavour to have them take a load of 
vegetables from Fort Simpson to Aklavik. This movement 
may be delayed for a few weeks as I am informed that very 
few planes are flying until after freeze-up.

Referring to your letter of August 30 th last in which 
we were notified that the amount of $500 had been allocated to 
the above school for repairs ete., I now beg to enclose receipted 
accounts in quadruplicate from the W. H. Clark Lumber Co. Ltd., 
Edmonton for the amount of $564.95. 


I may explain that this lumber has been used for the 
construction of a new power house and laundry which was found 
to be necessary. The roof of the school has been giving a great 
deal of trouble on account of condensation and much damage has 
been done to the building by reason of water coming down the 
walls. It was concluded that much of this trouble came from the 
school laundry and that it would be better to have it removed. 
We are also endeavoring to reduce fire risk in our schools by 
having gasoline engines placed in a special building some dis~- 
tance away. The cost of freighting these materials has been 
exceedingly high and the total bill runs into something very 
much larger, but we shall be grateful if your allocation can be 
applied to the present account.

I have been a long time in securing the completion 

of the Labour Returns you kindly gave me when last in your 

office. It was necessary to send these to Aklavik for the 

signature of the Princigal and they have just been returned. 


Perhaps I should explain that we found it necessary 
to have a skilled carpenter at Aklavik to attend to two im- 
portant pieces of work. The school roof was leaking badly 
and much damage was being done. We were advised that while 
rough carpentry work could be done by local help there was 
no-one with the expert knowledge to carry out the scientific 
roof construction which appeared to be necessary. We also 
decided to build a joint power-house and laundry building 
to serve both school and hospital. This took the conden- 
sation from the laundry out of the school and also effected 
ecomomy and efficiency by pooling the mechanical equipment. 
The school lighting plant had been breaking down and we are 
now securing new items for the combined work, with former 
equipment in reserve in case of emergency. 


It was necessary to incur heavy expense in sending 
the builder in and bringing him out by plane so that he 
should have as much time as possible to do the work. In 
view of these facts, I trust that you may be able to give 
us assistance with the labour cost.

The building was erected in 1936, the work being 
carried out by native labour under the direction of a 
skilled carpenter foreman, sent in from Eastern Canadae 


The building is well constructed and is ina fairly 
good state of repair. 


The foundations consist of wooden posts sunk 8' 0" into 
the ground, capped with beams on which the joists are 
laid. 


There is really no basement except the space left under 
the first floor, by the natural fall of the ground. 
However, passageways have been excavated to give access 
to the different parts of the basement, which is used 
for storage purposes. Floors are earth. 


The building is of frame construction and conforms 
very closely to the details shown on the plans. Framing 
lumber is spruce, finished lumber and floors, fir. 


As is common with buildi ngs in these parts, which are 
built on permanent frost, considerable settlement has 
taken place in the interior of the pbuilding, although 
there has been very little on the outside walls.

With regard to the delay in receiving quarterly 
returns from our Aklavik School as referred to in Departmental 
letter of September Sth last, 141-1-10, and your letter to me 
on the 17th of September, I beg to state that I wrote to the 
Principal of this school in this important matter, and have 
recently received from him the following information:- 


In a letter dated September 20th he wrote, in part, 
as follows:- 


"I gent the original of the March quarterly 
returns direct to the Indian Agent at Fort 
Norman.....- Because I heard nothing from it, 

I presumed all had worked out well, and sent 
the original of the July quarterly returns 
through the same channel. I mailed the copies 
for the March quarter on April 12th and for the 
July quarter on July 26th. 


"T have made it a point to get those quarterly 
returns away on the first possible mail after 

the close of each quarter. With the September 
quarter there must be a long delay since we 

never get a mail from abuut the middle of September 
until Christmas time in each year. In the spring 
there is sometimes a long delay depending on whether 
or not we get a mail in April. If the weather con- 
tinues cold we often do; if it does not then there 
is no mail after the March aeroplane until June. 
The returns for the other two quarters can always 
be sent away fairly promptly."

Principal Shepherd suggests that to avoid further 
delays in the receipt of his returns, he be allowed to ask 
the Medical Officer of the Department of Mines and Resources 
to sign the returns, and that they be mailed direct to you 
thereafter, instead of being sent through the agency at Fort 
Norman. t will be obliged if you will let me know if this 
arrangement has the approval of your branch of Government.
